The Dean noted that the above represents a net increase of one position on Council from those 
previously assigned to the old departments and programmes now merged into the single 
Department of Studio Arts. 

M. Falsetto questioned the reasoning behind having so many programmes represented. He noted 
that all other departments on Council were represented by the Chair and one elected representative. 


P, Cousineau responded that Studio Arts had asked for this type of representation to ensure that all 
programmes in the department, regardless of their size, would have direct access to the information 


and discussion presented at Council. 


After a brief discussion, the question was called and CARRIED. Dean Jackson promised to 
have Council’s Steering Committee review the issue of department representation on Council.

8. Inter-University Grade Conversion Table (FFAC-96-10-28-D5) 


MOTION: (Regimbald, Falsetto) 


“that grades obtained by Concordia University undergraduate and graduate students for 
Inter-University courses at other Quebec institutions be recorded on Concordia’s academic 


record/transcript.” 


The Dean asked R. Martin to comment on the above document. Presently, courses followed 
under the inter-university agreement are transferred back to the home university (i.e. Concordia) 
with a pass/fail notation. If this proposal is accepted, grades achieved at other institutions under 
this agreement will be recorded on Concordia records and transcripts, beginning with the Summer 
1997 session. 


After a brief discussion, the motion was called and CARRIED. 
9. Strategic Planning and Budget Committee (FFAC-95-10-27-D1)

“that the Faculty’s Strategic Planning and Budget Committee be established as a permanent 
Standing Committee of Council, with membership as follows:

10. Curriculum Report No. 46B (FFAC-96-10-28-D5) 
MOTION: (Panet-Raymond, Terry) 


“that Curriculum Report No. 46B and its addendum be approved.” 


Associate Dean Hughes explained that the proposed changes were minor and related to editorial 
changes to the Undergraduate Calendar for 1997-98. 


The question was then called and CARRIED. 
11. Draft Intellectual Property Policy (FFAC-96-10-28-D6) 


It was agreed to table the document until the November 29, 1996 meeting of Fine Arts Faculty 
Council, at which time, additional background documentation from organizations such as CAFAD 


will have been distributed. It was also suggested that the University’s Legal Counsel be invited to 
attend the next meeting of Council when the document will be discussed. In the meantime, Dean 
Jackson will request a delay for Fine Arts to submit its response.
